—but still held back on tax cuts. 
Fe proposed to spend $65.9 bil­ 
lion in fiscal 1957 to protect peace

foster steady growth and wider

The spending figure was up $1.6 
billion over the current year, with 
most of the increase earmarked 
for air power, atomic weapons and 
guided missiles. 
Rut federal revenues were esti­ 
mated to rise even faster under 
the impact of the booming econ­ 
omy—from $64.5 billion this year to 
$66 3 billion in fiscal 1957, which 
begins next July I. 
th a t means a budget surplus of 
$400 million for 1957 
And Mr. 
Eisenhower said revised figures 
for the current year show there 
will be a surplus of $200 million on 
.lune 30. 
They are the first sur­ 
pluses since 1951. 
No Tax Cut Now 
He renewed his opposition to a 
tax cut now .

Elmore, chief revenue agent for 
southwest Virginia, explained was 
operating the moonshiner's pump 
inside in the 
old apple-packing 
barn. 
Not a soul was stirring around 
the barn or anywhere in the val­ 
ley, and in that eerie stillness El­ 
more and I descended the moun­ 
tain ridge. 
Y> couldn’t hear the other agents 
who had gone around to the rear. 
I but we knew they must be there, 
for it was 12:25 noon and only five 
minutes before the zero hour, when 
we were to close in on the barn 
uddenly there was a shout. The 
advance revenue agents had gone 
into the barn five minutes early 
and the moonshiners made a break­ 
out through the rear. 
They ran 
right into the arms of Cecil Kline 
and Donald McLean, 
who

skirted the ridge and come down 
in the rear. 
They also almost ran into Bort 
Spielvogel and his TV camera.

I had quite a talk with them, 
even interviewed them in front of 
the camera.

I had offered them a job on our 
farm in Mainland. 
I had to con­ 
fess that I had. 
It was obvious that someone else 
had put up the money for their 
operation, for about two tons of su­ 
gar was stacked in the barn. There 
were also a hundred or so five gal­ 
lon tin cans and a good many doz­ 


en one-gallon fruit jars. No moun­ 
taineer can afford that set-up. 
The still was a big wooden job 
I with oil drum s made into boilers 
to supply the steam.

Ray Shelton, a man of few words, 
explained the operation.

Finally I ‘kotched’ him and 
I he went on home and turned up 
in court at IO o’clock next morn­ 
ing.” 
The tragedy is that moonshmine. 
in some cases, has 
been passed 
down from father to son. and in 
one or two cases teen-age hoes 
have been caught operating stills., 
Another difficulty is tha‘ local 
federal judges are not inclined to 
I give heavy sentences.

Moonshining is most heavily con­ 
centrated in the southern stages 
with the largest number of stills 
in Georgia, Alabama, and North 
Carolina. 
Up around New York 
and New Jersey is anothi r busy 
area, but there the trade is carried 
on by racketeers, usually with in­ 
dustrial alcohol.

Ike Expects 
Revenue Bonds 
To Finance TV A 
WASHINGTON M — President 
Eisenhower today turned to reve­ 
nue bond financing to meet most 
future power needs of the Tennes­ 
see Valley Authority. 
Mr. Eisenhower’s budget for the 
next fiscal year, beginning July I, 
assumed that Congress will ap­ 
prove a pending bill to allow TV A 
to issue revenue i;onds. 
He said 
that could finance 68 1-2 million 
dollars in new steam power units 
to meet TVA’s estimated needs by 
the end of 1958. 
On that bisis, he sharply reduced 
the request for new congressional 
appropriations for the big power 
agency. He asked for only $5,357,- 
000 in contrast to the $27,053,000 
which Congress voted it for the 
current fiscal year. 
There was no hint in Mr. Eisen­ 
hower’s budget of any return to 
the Dixon Yates concept of meet­ 
ing future power needs from pri­ 
vate utilities. It was this proposal 
two years ago which led to the 
controversial and now - cancelled 
Dixon-Yates contract.
